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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 3 5 U. S .C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as faiKng to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the apphcation was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In independent claims 1, 10, 18, and 29, the new hmitation "in sufficient quantity to 
prevent movement of said micromechanical device" appears to be new matter. While it is 
acknowledged that the specification discloses that "the protected MEMS device is durable 
enough to withstand device separation and cleanup steps, as well as shipping stresses" (page 6, 
lines 3-4), the specification does not state that the coating material prevents movement of the 
micromechanical devices. If Applicant locates the disclosure of the above limitation in the 
specification on the record, then the rejection will be withdrawn. 

Response to Amendments 

3. The objections to the specification and the claims set forth in the prior Office action have 
been withdrawn in response to Applicant' s amendments. 
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4. The 35 USC 103(a) rejections over Wallace et al. have been withdrawn in response to the 
amendments to the claims and Applicant's arguments filed September 2, 2003. Wallace et al 
discloses a coating for eliminating sticking or adhesion of micromechanical devices and "is 
sufficiently thin to not interfere with functionality of the device" and teaches that the mirrors of 
the micromechanical device are selectively movable. Therefore the Wallace et al reference does 
not meet the limitation of "sufficient . , . to prevent movement of the micromechanical device" 
and the art rejections are withdrawn. However, the claims are newly rejected under 35 USC 1 12, 
1^^ paragraph as discussed above. It is noted that if the new limitation discussed above is 
removed fi-om independent claims 1, 10, 18, and 29, the 35 USC 103(a) rejections of Wallace et 
al will be re-applied.
